Vines  are  medium  dense,  self¬ 
topping  ;  and,  if  fed  liberally,  will  produce  an  enor¬ 
mous  crop  of  good-sized,  globe-shaped  smooth,  solid 
fruits  of  a  deep  attractive  red  color,  both  exterior 
and  interior.  Glick’s  Strain  is  extremely  popular 
among  early  shippers  and  canners.  It  is  disease 
resistant,  and  10-12  days  earlier  than  the  Marglobe. 

Crothen’s  New  Red  Globe

It  has  open-type  vines,  and  is  a  heavy  yieldei  of 
smooth,  deep  globe-shaped  fruits  (large  in  size  until 
late  in  the  season)  producing  high  percentage  of 
fancies.  The  color  is  similar  to  Marglobe,  ripens 
10-14  days  earlier.  An  exceptionally  solid  tomato. 
The  interior  ripens  up  slowly,  making  a  very  satis¬ 
factory  shipper.  Popular  among  market  gardeners 
where  quality  and  earliness  are  important  factors.

An  improved  strain  of  the  original  pink  Globe. 
Produces  a  heavy  crop  of  large,  globe-shaped  fruits.
